In addition the army had an unknown quantity of Soviebemade small. arms, l=l's, 
carbines, and “lodel 38 rifles, By avout arch each man hed been issued 100 
rounds of rifle bullets and 10 rounds of PPS! bu lets, sice 1,200 rounds of 
ammunition had been issued for each Li;ht machine fun. 


6 Leny transportation equipment consisted of 22 trucks, 21 jeeps, and 132 horse- 
carts, There was no supply of clothing, and food was being supplied locelly. 
froons of the 6 Army received a total of abcut 2 month's combat training and 
political indoctrination, 


tm about “arch, the 18 Division, consisting of 7,000 men, was stationed in Kae~ 
song (126-31, 37-58), The 19 Division and the headcusrters unit, consisting of 
16,300 men, were stationed adout seven and one-half miles north of Namchonjom 
(126—02, 38-20). The 36 Division, consisting of 7,000 men, was stationed in 
Kovangpori. (126-50, 38-00). The 6 Army left Imanjern sien (125@25, L-16), Mukde 
Province, “anchuria, on 2 Feoruary 1951, crossed the Yalu on 6 February, and 
traveled on foot to Namchonjom vie Chosan (125-13, O50), Unsan (12518, 39258), 
Yongbyon (125-48, 39-8), Kaechon (125-58, 39-0), Sunchon (125-56, 3925), and 
Singye (126-32, 36430). It arrived at Hamchonjom on 20 February, where its main. 
duty is to carrigom the rear area. It has been trying to build up its supply 

of arms and equipnont to full strength from matericl being brought down. from 
Manchuria. \ 


On 21 Februar 1951, the trenssortation company of the 33 "Mvision Command Pest 
of the S Ammy® was in Honcehon (127~5h, 3712) and consisted of a transportation 
squad of 8 men, a transportotion plateon of 29 men, and a bransportbation sompany 
of 80 men. The table of organization for these units cslled for 10, yO cad 1260 
men respectively. Yhe transportation company was @qulpped with one truck and 
some horse and ox-carts commandeered from the area, About 25 of the 60 men were 
armed, 20 with Sovict—type rifles and 15 with tommy guns. The company alse has 
telephones, and each @quad has @ runner.

In October 1950, this transsortation unit withdrew via Chunchen through Chengjin, 
to avout 25 miles east of Nanggye. In mid-December, it went southward arain, 
stopping for a while in Ganceye, reBehec Changjin avcut 30 December, anc ‘lar 
Imng around 5 January 1951. Tt continsed via Hwachon and passed Chumchon around 
the middle of January. At the end of January it reached “Hoengsong (127-59, 
37~30). The 33 Divisicn was concentrated at llonychon on 16 February. The code
